Insurance Agents Rebuked 
by Education Board. 
— — 
Policies Taken “Away from 
Gillon and Silent. 
| 
Commissioner Goodhue Says 
“It's Punishment.” 


It isn't safe to “monkey” with the 
present Board of EJducafion. The 
Warning was ichued at last night's 
meeting of that breezy body, when two 
insurance agents, C. E. Gillon and E. D. 
Silent, were rapped smatily over the 
knuckles and shoved unceremoniously 
into the outer region of innocuous ig- 


nominy, where scholhouse fire-insur- 
ance obtaineth not. It came thus 
About: 


On the night of July 27 the Castelar- 
street school building burned to the 
gtound. The Board of Education was 
carrying $11,000 insurance on the buiid- 
ing and ($1050 on the con tents—$6000 
and $1050\ ith the Liverpool, London 
and Globe ompany, C. E. Gillon, 
agent, and $5000 with the Sun Insur- 
ance Company, E. D. Silent, agent. 
The board and the agents were unable 


to agree, so an Arbitration Committee 


Was selected to appraise the damage 
that should be paid. The result was 
‘that the board received from the in- 
surance agents the total sum of 11. 
835.79. or $214.21 less than the total in- 
surance on the building alone. Though 
this was not satisfactory to the board, 
it Was accepted, that body having 
agreed to stand by the decision of the 
arbitrators. | 

But vengeance is sometimes swift as 
weil as sure. Last night after Presi- 
dent Ellis had mildly asked whether 
there was “any further business be- 
ore this honorable board,” Commis- 
sioner Goodhue offered “a curt resolu-

A novel like the “Octopus” might be 
written of the law suit to be filed to- 
day aguinst the residents of the San 
Fernando Valley to prevent them tak- 
ing water from their own wells, 

„ No sult filed in Callifotnia for a de- 
cade has had more “heart interest“ or 
more romantic features. 

It has romance because the claims 
that the city makes to the water in the 
farmers’ wells go away back to the 
grants made by His Majesty, the King 
of Spain, to the little band of war vet- 
erans who took their discharge from 
the Spanish army and begged leave to 
settle here at the base of the foothills 
where the land stretched away to the 
sea—the founders of Los Angeles. 

In a nutshell the fight is this: 

The city claims all the waters of the 
valley on the ground that they are 
part of and tributary to the Los An- 
| geles River, and that the Los Angeles 
River waters were granted to the lit- 
tle pueblo for all time by the Spanish 
King. 

The people in the San Fernando Val- 
ley object to having the Spanish King 
give away their well water. 

They claim that the water in their 
wells is an alsolute part and parcel 
of the la itself, and can’t be given 
away by any Spanish King; t the 


to make up a part of his.own land is 
superior to al. other claims; that the 
water, isn't part of the Los Angeles 
River, anyhow. 

The ‘fact is, however, the injunction 
sought by the city is not so sweeping 
as was Originally intended. 

On the eve of bringing the suit which 
will probably be in the courts for years, 
City Attorney Mathews made a state- 
ment last night of the general scope 
and point of the city’s contentions. 

“The whole valley is not directly af- 
fected,” he said, re are seventy- 
five defendants in the suit and the 
number of wells against which the 
city’s suit is directed is less than that. 
Some of the defendants only have er- 
tain interests at stake. 

“The city seeks to enjoin only those 
wells wh h are known to affect the 
height of water in the river—that, is 


the surface stream. : 

The territory in which these differ- 
ent weils are 4 extends up the 
fiver about seven miles to the head 
works. 

The idea upon ‘which the suit is 
brought is no new thory. It is prac- 
tleally the sanie as that of the Pome- 
roy-Hooker cases. The city has never 
invoked what we believe to be its right 
to this water becnuse the pressing need 
has never risen before. 

„By the terms of the Spanish grant 
of 1782. under which the pueblo of Los 
Angeles was started, the city was 
given the right to the water of the 
stream upon which it lay. Of course, 
this carried with it the right to the 
waters of the feeding streams, else the

“The contention of the city is that 
the formation ot the land in the San 
Fernando Valley makes it practically 
all a part of the Los Angeles River. 
“That is to say. the water which makes 
up the river, as in most California 
streams. does not flow altogether on 
the surface, but percolates through the 
ground und trickles through the gravel. 

We know it to be a fact that pump- 
ing some of these wells actually lowers 
the water in the surface stream of the 
river. If this be so, how can it be 
said that these underground waters are 
not part of the river itself to which the 
city is entitled by grant?

UGUST RAIN : 
CLEARS THE ATR. 


PRECIPITATION FOR THE 
PRESENT MONTH. 


‘Four One-hundredths of an Inch 
Fell, Making Largest August Total 
In Sixteen years—Observer Frank - 
vorite Prophesy. 


The heaviest August precipitation in 
Los Angeles since 1889 went on recurd 
as a result of yesterday's rainfall. 
Four one-hundredths of an inch fell 
yesterday between noon. and 4 o'clock, 
making a total of .17 of an Inch for 
the month thus far. To quote Weather 
Observer Franklin: 

“Telegraphic reports Monday morn- 


ing showed. a storm central in the 


Colorado Valley, which was giving rain 
in Arizona, New Mexico and western 
Texas; with unsettled weather in 
Seuthern California. Light rainfall 
was also reported from Yuma, a some- 
what unusual occurrence there at this 
season of the year. Rainfall at Los 
Angeles began just before 12 o'clock, 
noon, and continued to fall steadily, 
with slight intermissions, until 2:15 p. 
m. Up to 4 o'clock the precipitation 
was .04 of an inch August rainfalls 
for the last five years were as follows: 
1903, a trace (that is, less than one 
one-hundredth of an inch;) 1902, a 
trace; 1901, .0 of an inch; 1900, a 
trace; 1399, i of an inch. In August 
of an inch to .08 of an inch, oi of an 
inch, the next heaviest from 1877 to 
1904 being August of 1886, when 21 of 
“an inch of rain fell. 

- “While rainfall of any considerable 
amo is unusual at Los Angeles in 
‘August, u is, therefore, not unprece- 
dented. The average since the estab- 
lishment of the Los Angeles Weather 
Bureau in 1877 has been .04 of an inch, 
and in that time there have been eight 
Augusis in which no rain fell; the 
other fourteen Augusts, exclusive of 
the years 1886 and 1888, have showed 
precipitation ranging from less than .@1 
of an inch to ot an inch, 01. of an 
inch being the predominant measute- 

ment. 

“One frequently hears the remark,” 
continued Mr: Franklin, “that August 
—or summer—rains at Los Angeles 
mean that a ‘wet’ winter will follow. 
Pacts de not bear out this prophesy. 


Tae heaviest rainfall of record in this 


Was that of the season 1883-4, 


the total precipitation was 35.18 


inches; yet in the preceding summer 
only .03 of an inch fell. Again, in July 
and August of 1886 the precipitatien 
was . or nearly one-half, of an inch, 
yet in the ensuing’ winter less than 
the average yearly amount, fell. An 
Instance to the contrary was the year 
1888, when .61 of an inch fell in August 
, end the total precipitation for the sea- 
‘eon was 33.25.” 

Yesterday's rainfall was the second 
in the present month, .13 of an inch 
faving fallen at Los Angeles during 
the recent storm that was accompanied 
by high wind and electrical disturd- 
ences in the surrounding countrys. 
Yesterday's rain fell gently and in suf-

Now, the crystals of rubellite have 
been rubbed out, as it were—that is, 
made to stand out by removing the 
lepidolite matrix by means of brashes 


and cleaning tools, thus forming a 
most beautiful group of crystals. The 


spodume trystals (kunzite) are beau- 
tiful in their color tones, varying in 
striking contrast from a deep pink- 
purple Hlac, when taken at a depth, 
to a pale, almost colorless tint, evi- 
dentiy due to oe or to the 
action of sunlight, . .
